He declared the expedi- 
tion as "Panhellenic war against the Barbarians". He twice defeated the Roman army ("Pyrrhic victory"). In 278 B. C. the Siceliotes 
asked his support against GC arthage, ally of Rome, and Pyrrhus took over the Island, acclaimed EN all the Greeks as "king of Sidly" 
He defeated the Carthaginians and pushed them back to Lilybaeum. He returned to Italy in 276 and, after having been sev etely 


defeated by the Romans near Beneventum, returned to E pirus. The expedition of Pyrrhus is largely documented by coinages both in 
Italy and Sicily.

Against some strong arguments ( e.g. aig is the Greek 
word for the female goat, the Greek word for the male goat being tpayoc, and the goat being primarily a royal type) the attribution 
of the goat staters to Aegae was maintained. In her article C. C. Lorber shows that the goat staters are linked with the tribal coins of 
the Bisaltae (common use of AA/AA and AE ) as well as with the coinage of king Alexander I of Macedonia (common use of the 
goat-type and of the letters AA/AA). She proposes to identify the goat staters as coinage of a tribe with hithero uncertain location, 
but close to the territory of the Bisaltae. The monogram AE would stand for the initials of the king of the Bisaltae, the letters 
AA/AA being those of Alexander I. The simultaneous apparition of Alexander's initials on the three series would indicate a tempo- 
rary recognition of Macedonian suzerainty by the Bisaltae and the "goat tribe", or at least an alliance between the three parties 
involved. The mutual use of the monogram AE (following the AA/AA series) would indicate an alliance between the Bisaltae and the 
"goat tribe" based on the mutual recognition of the Bisaltic king.

The Kilikarchos was the magistrate who was responsible for the imperial cult within the whole province of Cilicia. He was also in 
charge of the agonistic games that were connected with the religious festival in honor of the emperor. It was the privilege of Tarsus 
that each Kilikarchos had to be a citizen of that city and that he had to hold the office there.

In his first article Hill was of the opinion that this aureus is a so far unknown but regular piece from the mint in Rome. Because the 
obverse and reverse legends do not match regarding the imperial titles, he thought that the IMP VI may be an engraver's slip for 
IMP XI and he dated the aureus AD 202. In his second note he altered his opinion; he still thought that the piece is from the mnt in 
Rome, but classified it as a hybrid: obverse of Septimius Severus, reverse of Marcus Aurelius from an issue of AD 173 or 174 (cf. RIC

Bandurt 
Numismata imperatorum Traiano Decio ad Paleologus Augustus (1718), 350, 3 mentions the medallion for the first time with the 
location "in cimelio Schwarzburgico". The collection of Count Anton Gunther of Schwarzbutg was built up or at least considerably 
enlarged and worked up by the Swiss numismatist A. Morell (AD 1646-1705) between 1693-1705. Soon after the count sold the 
collection to Prince Frederic I] of Saxony-Gotha in Gotha for the amount of 90.000 Thalers, only a few years after count Anton 
Giinther had turned down an offer of Charles VI, emperor of the Holy Roman Empire, to sell him the collection. 

Our medaillion is obviously a presentation piece, issued on the occasion of the appointment as Caesar of Constans I] on December 
25, 333. Such large gold medallions were reserved to the very inner circle of the imperial court. In most cases rings were applied 
and/or the medallion was put in a frame, which makes it clear that the imperial gift was worn as a necklace, showing the emperars 


portrait when worn. For the type of ring removed at one time from our medallion, cf. Toynbee pl. VI, 5 (similar medallion for
